HON, JONATHAN DEARBORN, MAYOR. 


AT THE 
ORGANIZATION OF THE CITY COUNCIL, 
Portsmouth, N. H., January 7th, 1863. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: — 

Having taken upon ourselves the oaths for the faithful 
performance of the duties of the respective offices we have 
been called upon by our fellow-citizens to fill, I would, at 
the commencement of our labors, submit a few suggestions 
relative to the interests of our city. 


The city debt Dec. 31, 1861 amounts to $69,343 56 
Paid in 1862, 1,500 00 
Leaving a balance of 67,843 56 
The debt of 1862 is made up as follows : — 
For bounties to volunteers, 52,800 00 


For aid to families of vols. 5,100 00 
———— 57,900 00 


Amount of debt Dec. 31, 1862, $125,743 56 
which is in funded loans, running from five to twenty years 
at 5 per ceut. interest. 

Bounties have been paid to volunteers as follows : — 

To 182 three years’ men, at $200 each, 36,400 00 
To 119 nine months’ men, at $150 each, 17,850 00 


Total, $54,250 00 
The State aid to families of soldiers and seamen thus far 
paid is about $12,000 00. 
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At the present time about $2200 00 per month is dis- 
bursed upon this account, and the amonnt is constantly 
increasing. 

The State aid paid to June, 1862, was $6600 00. 

Amount received from the State was $3300 00. 


It is to be regretted that of the amount of State aid paid 
by the city, even after the soldier is actually in service, 
but about 80 per cent. is refunded by the State; and I would 
suggest the expediency of the payments being made for 
this purpose to correspond with the receipts from the 
State, and if, in any case, the necessities of those for whom 
this aid is granted shall require a greater sum than is al- 
lowed to us by the State, that such persons shall be relieved 
from the fund appropriated for the support of the poor. 

It will be seen that the extraordinary expenses of the 
past year, caused by the continuance of the rebellion, have. 
largely increased our city debt; and this admonishes us 
that, while we should avoid the parsimony which in its re- 
sults becomes an extravagance, we must carefully protect 
our constituents by renewed practices of prudence and 
economy in municipal affairs. 

IT am not aware that any unusual expenditures, other 
than those occasioned by the Mein He. are at present 
called for. 

The Schools, so far as 1 am informed, are in a flourishing 
condition, and I trust they will receive at your hands the 
encouragement and support which have heretofore been 
granted to them. Ltn 

During the past year several important improvements 
have been made upon the streets, which appear to be in 
better order than ever before. Some repairs are necessary 
upon the Sagamore Bridge, which will probably soon need 
to be replanked. ' 

The Fire Department maintains its ashen for effi- 
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ciency. <A personal inspection of the various engines and 
apparatus owned by the city enables me to state that their 
condition is better than ever before. 

Fortunately our citizens have had for the past year but 
few occasions to avail themselves of the important services 
of our firemen, whose prompt obedience to the calls of 
duty cannot be too highly commended. 

The importance of placing this portion of our city prop. 
erty under the direction of skillful and practical men ought 
not for one moment to be forgotten. 

A new reservoir has been constructed at Haymarket 
Square during the past year, at a cost of $1800 00. 

The City Farm, under the management of the present 
Superintendent, is in excellent condition. During the past 
year several improvements have been made by grading 
around the house, draining, fencing, etc. 

The buildings at the Farm are in good order, and the 
premises give evidence of the care and faithfulness of those 
in charge. 

The average number of the inmates during the past year 
was 103. The net income of the Farm for the same year 
was $3700 78. 

Efficiency in the Police department very much depends 
upon the countenance and support of every good ciuzen. 
A recent heavy verdict against the city, which has been 
sustained at the law term of the Supreme Judicial Court, 
should serve as an admonition to every oye against incum- 
bering the streets to any extent, without every precaution 
to guard against the possibility of accident. 

I propose, at no distant day, to submit some suggestions 
relative to this department, for the consideration of the 
City Government. 


Gentlemen : — Our constituents have the right to expect 
of us a careful and unceasing regard for their interests. 
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Let us enter upon our duties, then, with the determination 
to faithfully discharge the trust committed to us, and while 
differences of opinion may often exist in relation to the 
details of our government, let us hope that we shall, each 
one of us, be animated, in the various duties we are called 
upon to perform, with ane sole desire to maintain the wel 
fare of our beloved city.

To the Hon. Board of Mayor and Aldermen: — 


GENTLEMEN,—The Fire Department continues to maintain 
the high reputation that it has so long held, and that it so 
justly deserves ; and although some of the companies have 
been greatly reduced in numbers, in consequence of so 
many of our young men having enlisted in the army, yet 
we hope that the vacancies will soon be all filled with 
others that are competent to perform the arduous duties of 
a fireman. 

Our city has been exempt from any serious fire since the 
commencement of the year. The Fire Department has 
been called out but twelve times during the entire year, 
— four fires in the city, three fires in Rye, and five false 
alarms. 

The engine-houses are all in excellent order, convenient 
and comfortable ; but it is a matter of regret that the city 
government should still allow the Hook and Ladder appara. 
tus and the spare hose to be housed in hired buildings so 
utterly unfit for the purpose. 

Engines Nos. 1, 2, 3, and 4 have all been repainted and 
put in perfect condition for several years, accidents ex- 
cepted. All the hose and other articles belonging to the 
Department are in most excellent condition, except the 
carriage for the Hook and Ladders, which is entirely unfit 
for the purpose for which it is used, being so heavy and 
cumbersome that it is almost impossible for them to arrive 
at a fire as soon as they are needed. 

Therefore J would recommend “that a new carriage be 
provided for that purpose, constructed on the plan of those 
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used in large cities, light, yet serviceable, so that in case 
of necessity it may be run with speed by hand, if required. 

In closing, I take this opportunity, in behalf of the Fire 
Department, to tender their thanks to the city government 
for the completion of the long-talked-of reservoir on Hay- 
market Square, also for tne introduction of water into the 
several engine-houses. Much has been done of late years 
for the comfort and convenience of the Department, yet 
much more remains to be done, in order to keep up a suf- 
ficient interest in this important branch of our city govern- 
ment.
